it has nothing to do with nor is it a continuation of any con 
cern or industry in existence prior to the commencement of the 
present industry under any name or Management what - so 
-ever. Then , the employer deals with various allegations of the 
Union and denies that the employees in the present Manage 
ment , are doing highly skilled work or that they are paid 
wages at the rate below subsistence standard or that they 
are working for more than 12 hours a day so as to earn 
living wages . The Management is not ready to accept the 
wage structure based on monthly basis , unless the em 
ployees agree to work the entire month subject to Holidays 
and leaves available to the employees. There is no justifica 
tion for monthly wage structure in view of the frequent 
absence of the employees to go for work in other similar 
industries . Further , the employment elsewhere after the 
working hours over and above their regular employment 
affects adversely their working capacity with the present 
management . If monthly wage structure is at all to be 
.considered , the Management should be safeguarded against 
the unauthorised employment of the employees with other 
establishments doing similar job .

The copper section has no scope for employment of any 
staff, or categories of workers like Turners , Moulders, Buf 
fers , etc. and there is no machinery installed in the new 
industry where such skilled categories may be provided with 
work ; the copper section of the industry consists of manu 
facture of copper utensils by time old methods used to give 
shape to the round copper plates by hitting with harimers ; 
it is hard work and has to be done at a slow speed but does 
not involve very high skilled labour; the question of yearly 
increment does not arise , as the principle of monthly wages : 
is not acceptable to the Management. - 


AWARD 


Regarding the lay off , it is denied that the employees were 
laid off ; they absented themselves and , as such , there is no 
justification for the lay off compensation . 


4. The Union led the evidence of Apa Shinde and Gangaram 
Sawant and the employer, the evidence of Arvind Vaman 
Shinde and Mohan Bhaskar Shinde . On the date fixed for 
arguments, only the employers rep . remained present , and 
filed his arguments in writing. 


The Government of Goa , Daman & Diu , by its Order No. 
IRM / Con ( 217 ) / 75 / IT - 12 / 76 / 1221 dated 5th August, 1976 , 
has referred for the adjudication by this Tribunal an industrial 
dispute between the above parties . The schedule attached to 
-the Order of reference reads as follows : 

" Whether the action of the management of M / s. Vaman 
Govind Shinde, Kolighati, Khorlim , Mapusa (Goa ), in 
refusing to comply with the following demands of their 
workmen , was legal and justified ; 

1 ) Demand for revision of wage scales and payment on 
monthly basis ; 

2 ) Demand for Variable Dearness Allowance ; and 

3 ) Demand for lay - off compensation for the period from 
11th September 1975 to 20th September , 1975 (both days 
inclusive ). 

If not , to what relief the concerned workmen are entitled 
.and from what date ? " 


. 


5. At the outset, I should say that the order of reference 
issued by the Govt., instead of putting on the Union the 
burden of proving that the demands made by them are jus 
tified , has inverted the position and asked the employer to 
prove that their refusal to comply with the demands of the 
Union is legal and justified . The parties, perhaps realising 
that the stand taken by the Govt. in the order of reference 
in shifting the burden on the employer was not correct, led 
their evidence in proper manner : first, the Union to prove 
the justification of their demands and then , the employer 
to prove the justification of their refusal. 


6. I shall deal now with the said evidence led by both the 
parties : 


2. In its statement of claim , the Union , after asserting 
that the employer is a leading concern in Goa in the manu 
facture of brass and copper ware, art goods and utensils, 
kitchenware ;- electrical appliances, and stainless steel ware 
and, recently , also specialised in non ferrous casting, has 
tried to justify the various demands put up by the Union in 
its charter served on the employer by letter dated 25-11-1975 . 


3. The employer , in its written statement, has stated that 
they are running an industry for the manufacture of copper 
articles with a limited scope for sale and also repairs of old 
copper utensils ; the industry is run by a partnership concern 
and the partners are family members of the Shinde Family ; 
the present partnership was formed in 1961 under the name 
and style of M / s. Vaman Govind Shinde, its partners being 
Vaman Govind Shinde and his 3 sons; the industry carried 
on by the present management has restricted itself to the 
manufacture and repairs of copper utensils only ; the Manage 
ment is not manufacturing art goods, electrical appliances 
and stainless steel utensils and the once specialised branch 
of non -ferrous has also been stopped for want of trained and 
skilled specialised staff since about October 1976 ; the present 
Management does not maintain a brass section as the furnace 
and moulding apparatus required employment of skilled labour ; 
there is a distinct and separate establishment which runs a . 
separate industry under a separate name and that does not 
form a unit or branch under the Management impleaded as a 
party in this reference ; the workers from serial No. 11 to 
24 are not in the employment of the present Management, 
except those at serial Nos. 12, 13 , 14 , 18 and 20 ; the present 
concern , which is party to the reference , came into existence 
as new industry on or after the registration of the partnership ; 


Apa Shinde, the first witness of the Union , has stated , 
in short, that he is working for the employer for the last 
28 years ; that Vaman Govind Shinde s concern is engaged 
in the manufacture of all kinds of copper utensils and brass 
lamps and other ornamental articles; he works in the copper 
section ; he and other workers are paid as daily rated and 
not on monthly basis , although they are putting in number 
of years of service ; the employer is a leading concern in the 
territory and one of the oldest whose production and, turn 
over have increased considerably . After the formation of the 
Union , the Management started having 8 hours work a day 
when , before that, there was no restriction at all; the Union 
put up a Charter of Demands for revision of wages, D. A. 
on industry cum region basis; the factory during the Ganesh 
festival was normally kept closed for 3-4 days but, in 1975 , 
after the formation of the Union , the factory was kept closed 
for a longer time; they have, therefore, asked for 10 days 
wages for lay off compensation for the period from 11th , 
September to 20th September excluding 1 week for the 
Ganesh Festival from 4-9-1975 ; the wage scale shown in 
the annexure B for different categories of employees , 
the fitment scheme proposed giving the basis for 
calculation of D. A , shown in para 12 of the claim state- . 
ment are very reasonable . He has denied that only copper 
utensils manufacture and repairs are done in the Opponent 
factory and stated that also brass utensils are manufactured 
there. The factory has been bifurcated for copper products 
and brass products , which was done after the formation of 
the Union . The brass section is now referred to as Shinde 
Metal Industries . The Management is the same. 
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This witness was not cross examined, as the Opponent 
failed to remain present at the hearing . 


7. The other, witness Gangaram Sawant has stated that 
he is working for Govind Shinde since 1952. In 1967, the 
family concern was split up and Shantara, Shinde and Vaman 
Shinde, sons of Govind Shinde separated . He continued to 
work for Vaman Shinde ; he works in the copper section , 
where , at present, there are 8 other workers , whose names 
he does not know . During Ganesh Festival, the factory was 
usually closed for 8 days but; in 1975 , because they formed 
their Union, the factory was closed for additional 8 d 

days . 
They have not been paid for these 16 days . No bonus was 
also paid to the workers. In 1979 Vaman Govind Shinde and 
his 3 sons formed a partnership firm . A letter of appoint 
ment Exh W - 2 was given to him about 4 years back , what 
is stated therein regarding the date of commencement of 
service is wrong ; he was not told that his past services were 
settled and that his new services would stand from the date 
of Exh W - 2 ; he was only told that , because of the new 
regulations, Exh W - 2 was issued and he should sign it. The 
leave book Exh W - 3 was also given to him . There were no 
designations for different workers in the copper séction ; he 
used to attend to all the work there. 


from one factory to the other, thereby leaking their secrets. 
Regarding the lay off compensation during Ganesh Festival: 
absence, it cannot be considered because the factory was not 
closed and even some workers attended the work during 
those days. Those who did not attend had gone home to their 
village to attend the festival. He has given some names of 
the workers who attended the work during those days . The 
door remained open and they were stock taking and doing 
some repairs. At that time, he was residing in the factory 
premises. No notice was pasted stating that the factory 
would be kept closed during that period . 

This witness was not cross examined in the absence of the 
rep . of the Union . 


19. The other witness is Mohan Shinde, working for the 
employer as copper , smith since 1989. That year, Vaman and 
Shantaram started separate business. He was working even 
before the separation ; at that time, the firm was Govind 
Shinde ; after the split of the original firm , all the assets 
and liabilities were shared between Vaman and Shantaram ; 
he continued to work for Vaman at Mapuse ; but some wor 
kers went to Shantaram Shinde ; he alongwith Sivram Sawant, 
Ganpat Shinde and Appa Shinde remained in the firm of 
Vaman Shinde; the rest joined the firm of Shantaram Shinde . 
Vaman had to recruit some new staff because some staff 
members had joined Shantaram ; he was paid on daily wages 
every Thursday ; others were also paid in the same way ; all 
the workers got increment every year . He and others in the 
firm got a littie more than other similar firms paid at Mapu . 
sa. There is no binding on the workers that they cannot work 
in other firms; some workers , when they get some lucrative 
jobs in other firms, go and work there . Even the witness 
also works to some other firms, namely Appa Shinde, Lax 
man Sawant , Eknath Sawant , Mahableshwar Sawant. At that 
time, he did not get any pay from Vaman Shinde but from 
others. This is with the knowledge of the Management. Arvind 
Shinde looks after all the production work of this firm . 
Every year , during Ganesh Festival, there is stock taking , 
cleaning , repairs etc. but the factory is not closed . In 1975 , 
Arvind used to stay in the factory premises and so during 
Ganesh Festival the factory was not closed because cleaning 
and other work was going on . None of the workers were 
informed not to attend the work . Some workers were away 
on their own . 


In his cross, he has stated that there are two to four 
manufacturing establishments at Mapusa and the activity 
goes on as cottage industry . In their factory , copper , brass , 
and aluminium utensils are done ; after the formation of 
the Union , Vaman Shinde is manufacturing only copper 
articles ; the brass and aluminium products are shown under 
the name of Shinde Metal Industry . The weekly pay days 
and the weekly holidays of the 2 factories are different. He 
does not know whether since 1975 wages are distributed to 
the workers by means of separate acquittance rolls for the 
copper workers and brass workers. Now , his place of work 
is in the new shed , which was built in 1958 , where there is 
a sign board ; Vaman Govind Shinde Metal Works. In between 
the premises of Vaman Govind Shinde and Shinde Metal 
Works there is Shantaram s place of work , but with no 
board . Shantaram Shinde and vaman Govind Shinde have 
separated . On his off days , he sometimes works in Chandra 
kant Tivrekar s factory . He has never worked for any other 
factory , at any time; he has never taken any money from 
Chandrakant Tivrekar or other concerns for any work done 
for them . He has remained absent : whenever he was ill. He 
has denied that his absence was when he went to work for 
other concerns on slightly high wages during the season 
when there was pressure of work . He has further denied 
that his attendance register shows that he is regular during 
oft season and irregular during the season , when there is 
pressure of work . In 1974 , at the time of Ganesh Festival, 
the factory was closed for 8 days : and he remained at home 
for about 10 days more, as he was sick . He has denied that 
in 1977-78 , during Ganesh , he also remained absent for about 
20 days . In 1975 , after the closure of 8 days for Ganesh , 
they went to work and were told that the factory was closed 
for additional 8 days . The front door of the factory was open 
and the stock taking during the Ganesh Festival was going 
on . In 1967, the original concern Vaman Govind Shinde was 
split up and Shantaram Shinde and Vaman Shinde have sepa 
rate concerns of their own . The workers in the 4 factories at 
Mapusa are paid on daily rates ; his wages are on daily 
rating since the beginning ; he does not get any wages on the 
days he does not work . 


8. Considering now the evidence of the employer : 


In his cross, he has stated that when it was a joint com 
pany there were 7-8 workers ; he worked in the Jt. Company 
for about 10-12 years. At present, there are 7 workers working 
for Vaman Govind Shinde, He knows one Ishwar , who is not 
working for Vaman at present. The witness is now getting 
Rs. 15 / - per day . In 1969, his salary was Rs. 8 / - per day . 
Shivram Sawant, Ganpat Sawant and Appa Shinde are 
still working for Vaman Shinde. Appa Shinde is now working 
on his own . Some other workers , whose names are given , 
have left Vaman Shinde voluntarily . After they left, no new 
employees were recruited . Now there are 7-8 . workers . He 
was not given any fresh appointment letter after the split 
of the old company into two new firms, but his wages were 
increased from Rs. 8 / - to Rs . 10 /-. The pay is disbursed overy 
week after getting their signatures on the pay register. 

10. This is all the evidence on record : 

The first item of the workers demand is revision of Wage 
scale and payment on monthly basis. 

The employer has led evidence to show that his establish 
ment , after the split up of the original establishment , is func 
tioning as a partnership concern and he employs less than 10 
workers ; it is a cottage industry ; the workers do not work 
continuously for the firm but work for other firms, with 
the knowledge of the employer during the season, when there 
is pressure of work where they get more money . At that 
time, they leave the original firm and return to it after the 
pressure of work in the other firms is over. It is tlie emplo 
yer s contention that unless there is a binding on the workers 
to continue to work in one establishment only , their payment 
of monthly basis cannot be thought off. 

I fully agree with the employer on this point, in view of 
the reasons given by him in his statement. 

11. Regarding the wage revision , it is not shown by the 
Union that the workers , in other similar factories in Mapusa, 
get more wages than those in the concerned factory of Vaman 
Shinde. Besides, the evidence led shows that the employer has 
given an increase in wages to the staff in the course of time 
and , therefore, it cannot be stated that they are stagnating 
in the same wages. If the wages paid by the employet are 
not sufficient for a decent living of the workers, it is for the 
Government to consider this point and fix minimum wages , 
as it has been done regarding various types of labourers. 


The first witness Arvind Shinde is one of the Partners of 
the firm Vaman Govind Shinde, which firm was started in 
1969 and deals with the manufacture and repairs of copper 
utensils. All the workers who had signed the Charter of 
Demands submitted in 1975 were not working for the com 
pany ; the number of workers varies from 10 to 9 ; there are 
7-8 stmilar units at Mapusa and the staff in other units is 
not getting better pay. On the contrary , his firm pays better 
for the same number of hours put up by the workers . Those 
at serial No. 9, 10 , 20 , 22 , to 25 , 27 , 29 and 31 , and it may 
be 2-3 more, were not working for the firm Vaman Govind 
Shinde. The workers do not work continuously for the month 
and , therefore, the firm cannot entertain any demand from 
the workers for their payment on monthly basis . Usually , 
they work for a week and when they get more pay, they go 
to other jobs and when the work there is over, they return 
to the firm . They are always circulating from one job to the 
other , as per the needs of the work . All other similar units 
also pay the workers on weekly basis and not on monthly 
basis . The issue of V.D.A. could be considered provided the 
workers work continuously in the firm and do not shift 
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12. The next item is, of V.D.A. It is obvious that this pay . 
ment can be considered only when the labourers are paid on 
monthly basis . 

13. Finally, regarding the last item , for the payment of lay 
off compensation to the labourers during their absence for 
Ganesh Festival : 
* It is the contention of the labourers that for such festival 
they are usually absent for only 8 days and that in this 
particular: year of 1975 the employer kept the establishment 
closed for more than 15. days and so they should be paid 
lay off compensation for the exceeding period . 

However , from the evidence led by the parties it is proved 
that the establishment was not closed during that particular 
period on that year but stock taking was going on . The alle 
gation of the Union that the employees were told that the 
establishment would be kept closed during that time is : con 
tradicted by the employers evidence to the effect that some 
employees were working in the establishment during the rele 
vant time and those who remained absent did so on their 
own because of the festival and not because of any instruc 
tions given by the employer . At any rate , it was for the 
Union to prove that the employers establishment is covered 
by the provisions of the I.D.A. regarding the lay off, which 
the Union has failed to do : 
14." In view of the above , I pass the following order : 

ORDER 
The refusal of the employer in complying with the various 
demands of the Union referred to in the order of reference in 
question is legal and justified . In the circumstances of the 
case , I leave each party to bear its own costs .
